Matanzas Will Be the Base of Operations 
for the Army of Invasion Which Is to 
Drive Out the Spaniards.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—President McKinley and his advisers have deter- 


mined to send 10,000 regular troops to establish a base of supplies in Cuba, probably 
at Matanzas. 

A representative of the United States who visited Gomez received such encour- 
agement that an invasion has been planned for immediate execution. It is fully be- 
lieved that the number mentioned will be sufficient to effect a landing at Matanzas, 
and that they will be able to protect supplies, with the aid of the insurgents. 

Supplies and ammunition can then be poured into the island in large quantities, 
and, as the volunteers follow, the army can push into the country and engage the 
Spaniards. 

Some of the experts have insisted that the best point to establish a base of sup- 
plics would be on the southern coast of the island, where filibusters have operated, 
and it is said that some place on the south coast may yet be selected. 

Supplies for Gomez’s army will be taken to Cuba by the invaders. The War De- 
partment appropriated $400,000 for the purchase of supplies and munitions of war, in- 
cluding machettes. A hurry order for the machettes was sent to New England. 

Lieutenant-General Schofield held a long conference with the President this 
morning regarding the landing of troops in Cuba. Gen. Schofield is thoroughly: fa- 


miliar with the strategic points of the island of Cuba. During the time he was in 
command of the army he sent emissaries to the island, who prepared for his use ex- 
haustive topographical notes of the country. It is the President's intention to land 
troops from the regular army at a point near Matanzas for the purpose of co-operating 
with Gen. Gomez of the insurgent army. It was with a view to a free discussion of 
this question: that the General was called in conference with the President. Gen. 
Schofield is believed to have expressed the opinion that the south coast of Cuba 
would be the best location for a base of supplies. He is known to be in favor of the 
ammediate invasion of the island by troops. , 


CAPT. SILVA WILL ACT AS PILOT. 


MIAMI, Fla., April 26.—Capt. Charles Silva, who, since the beginning of the Cuban 
war, has been employed by the Junta in plioting filibustering expeditions to the island, 
has been ordered by the Navy Department to report for pilot duty to Admiral Samp- 
son. It is known that Admiral Sampson has with him three other Cuban pilots, who have 
engaged in the work. of landing expeditions, They are Juan Santos, Ramon Hernan- 
dez and the latter's brother, whose first name no one seems to know. They were all three 
placed at Admiral Sampson's service by the Junta a week ago, The employment of 
Silva suggests an early landing in Cuba. It is a matter of common knowledge that Silva ° 
took the Dauntless, Laurada, Three Friends and other vessels on about 90 filibustering 
trips. 
“I am thoroughly acquainted with the Cuban coast,” 
pilot a landing party to effect a junction with Gomez. There would be little more 
risk in it than taking a ferryboalt from Franklin street slip to Jersey City. Once 
across any expedition would have the protection of a cruiser. Vessels that draw 
no more than 15 feet can go right {into the harbor, and the Iowa can steam to within 
a mile and a half of the forts. I have landed filibustering expeditions at Matanzas. 
There are Cubans all around there, and the Spanish are not in a position to make 
very effective resistance I think a modern ship could sail right by the forts. 

“Rut if Admiral Sampson does not wish to destroy Matanzas he can have my 
services in landing land forces on any part of the island, for I know its whole coast 
_ “The Cubans themselves could do almost anything if Uncle Sam gives them the 
material. Gomez wants the honor of capturing Havana. I see that a great point 
has been made of the fact that Spain has more than fifty vessels around Havana. 
There are only four of them that could hurt any one. All the rest are transports, 


launches and scows. 


THE ALFONSO XII. RETURNS TO SPAIN.

CHANGES IN THE WAR REVENUE BILL. 


WASHINGTON, April %.—The war revenue bill, as reported to the House to-day, 
contains three changes from the bill as originally drafted, as follows:

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The President, by proclamation, has allowed Spanish vessels in 
United States waters till May 21, inclusive, for loading and departing, and Spanish ships met at sea 
shall be permitted to continue their voyage if loaded before that time at United States ports, 
Spanish vessels bound for the United States which sailed prior to April 21 are exempt from 


capture and allowed to discharge cargo. 

The proclamation declares that the right of search will be exercised with strict regard for the 
rights of neutrals, and mail steamers will be interefered with only on the clearest ground of sus- 
picion. 

The proclamation was considered at the Cabinet meeting and it was stated that the Govern- 
ment has no thought of releasing any of the prizes already taken, except in rare cases where an 
evident error has been committed. Nothing of an important character has been received to-day 
from Key West, Havana or Madrid. No attacks on or,by our vessels has been reported, nor has 
any positive news been received as to the movements of the Cape Verde Island fleet. , 


THREE MORE PRIZES CAPTURED. 


KEY WEST, Fla., April 26, 11:15 a. m}—The big Spanish steamer Panama of the Ceballos 
Line, which left New York on April 20 for Havana with a number of Spanish refugees on board 
and a very valuable cargo, including, it is understood, stores for the Spanish army, was captured 
last evening about twenty miles from Havana by the little lighthouse tender Mangrove, now be- 
longing to the Mosquito fleet. The Mangrove mounts two six-pounders and four 38-revolving guns. 
She is commanded by Lieutenant Commander W. H. Everett and has a crew of 13 men. 

The Panama is of about_2800 tons and a very valuable prize. , ‘

The Llast of the Ships of the Asiatic Squadron 
Have Left Hong Kong and Are on Their. 
Way to the Philippines and a Fight 


Special Cable from the Post-Dispatch Correspondent with the United States Squad 
ron on the Asiatic Station. 

HONG KONG, British Colony in China, April 26.—The last of the fleet has 
sailed from Hong Kong. 

Commodore Dewey has orders from Washington to capture or destroy the 
Spanish fleet. . 

Unless Spain’s warships are in hiding, the fighting will begin at or near the 
Philippine Islands. 

Gen. Aguinaldo, the President of the Philippine insurgents, has sailed from 
Singapore, where he has been in exile, with the members of his Cabinet. They char« 
tered their own steamship. 

They will land at a convenient point on the islands, and the General will put him- 
self at the head of an army of 30,000 well-equipped insurgents now gathered to- 
gether and waiting for him. 

Gen. Aguinaldo will lead this large force to attack Monila by land, while the 
American warships bombard the city from the sea. 

The movements of that army interest Commodore Dewey sed command » 
sympathy, but he has given the insurgents no official aid or encouragement. 
Nevertheless, the two forces will co-operate in fact, and should prove more than 
a match for the Spaniards. 

Consul Williams arrived yesterday from Manila on the steamship Esmeralda, A 
fast dispatch boat took him immediately to the flagship Olympia, at Mirs Bay. 

The Consul will accompany the fleet back to Manila. 

He has full information, it is believed, regarding the Spanish fortifications at 
Manila and elsewhere on the Philippines, and also regarding the location of mines and 
torpedoes planted in the harbors. 

The Spanish ships are awaiting attack in Manila harbor, it is supposed, under 
the protection of the land fortifications. 

The United States squadron consists of the protected cruisers Olympia (flagship), 
Baltimore, Boston and Raleigh; the gunboats Concord, Petre] and McCulloch and 
the transports Zafiro and Manshan. 

The coal bunkers of the ships are all filled and the transports carry 4000 tong 
besides. 

The squadron is provisioned for six months.

THE PROPLE OF HAVANA 


The City Is Out of Beef and Prices of Pro- 
visions Have Gone Up to Figures 
Never Before Heard Of.

ON BOARD THE TRITON, Key West Harbor, April 26.—Havana is com- 
pletely out of beef, although large shipments are expected from Mexico. All neces- 
saries of life have gone up to prices never heard of, and if something is not done soon 
many will perish of hunger. Families of means have stored large supplies of stores in 
their houses. 

All Cuban families leaving are urged to stay, the offer being made that they will 

be respected and protected. 
, Blanco has issued orders to arm all men, and the order is being obeyed, and 
even boys of 14 are taken, who are unable to carry a gun. 

Large numbers of Cubans have joined the insu-gents around Havana. 

Gen. Blanco requested the British Consul at Havana to notify the American 
State Department that while he is in command of the island all American steamers 
will be considered by him as neutral ships and all respect shown. 

The entrance and surroundings of the Bay of Cardenas are lined with torpedoes. 
The Spanish Government has taken this precaution, having been notified by their 
agents that American troops were to be landed at Cardenas, it being the best port for 
its proximity to Havana for a land attack. 

The inhabitants of Havana are fleeing to the country by the hundreds, and the 
Government officials are not able to use any means of keeping them in. The ,;Ward' 
steamer Saratoga left Havana filled with Cuban families. There are no American ves- 
sels in Havana harbor, and only two foreiga steamers, which the Spanish Govern- 
ment has notified to leave, as preparations are being made for war, and an attack 
might be momentarily expected. 

The Alfonso XII. has been stripped and is getting in shape for a fight. 
Pinzon and Nueva Espana, torpedo chasers, “re also in the harbor. 

Three guns fired from Morro Castle, to make known the appearance of the 
American fleet, threw the city into the wildest excitement, people running througn 
the streets saying that they were about to start to bombard an hour after the firing 
of the three guns. Places of business on Obis»o and all other leading streets were 
closed. The only place where people could be seen was in Central Park, where there 
was a compact mass besieging the Diario de la Marina for news. 

On Thursday night Gen. Blanco gave orders to the Colonels of volunteers to 
promote a manifestation of adherence and loyalty to the Government. Several bands 
of music was ordered to play to rouse the patriotic spirit, which was. fast drooping 
A parade was started, composed of the volunteer e'ement, and numbered about ten 
thousand people. 

After going through the city the people dispersed opposite Blanco’s palace, after 
hearing the Gentral’s patriotic speech pleading for the unity of all the elements to 
face honorably the mutual foe of both the Cubans and Spain. 

Three steamers of the Herrera Line, chartered by resident families, have left 
Havana for Mexico filled to their full capacity. Standing room could not be had at 
any price. 


THE AUDAZ HAS LITTLE COAL.

THE BLOCKADE IS STILL PACIFIC. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—According to the latest advices from the blockading 
fleet, not a shot has been fired by any of the ships at Havana’s defenses. Guns in 
some of the forts have been fired, but if the shots were directed at the ships, the gun- 
ners are wild marksmen, as not a shot has been seen to strike the water. 

The squadron continues to blockade and will probably be reinforced by the dyna- 
mite cruiser Vesuvius, which left Newport yesterday. The Flying Squadron remains 
at Hampton Roads, watching the Spanish fleet at St. Vincent. The cruisers Minn2- 
apolis and Columbia of the Flying Squadron reached New England yesterday. The Co- 
lumbia arrived at Newport and the Minneapolis is off the Massachusetts coast. These 

| fast cruisers are supposed to be waiting to meet the new cruiser Topeka and the 

*s auxiliary cruiser Paris, now en route from England to New York. The cruiser 
New Orleans has finished coaling at the Brooklyn Navy Yard and is expected to sali 
to-day to join the Minneapolis and Columbia off the New England coast. The on 
Francisco is nearly ready for sea, and will sail to-morrow or Thursday, probably in 
the path of the New Orleans. 

The next movement of the Flying Squadron, now split into two sections, will de- 
pend upon that of the Spanish Cape Verde flotilla, which will be compelled to leave 
St. Vincent in accordance with the neutrality law. 


SAGASTA’S NOTE TO THE POWERS.

bridled ambitions.” 

After a reference to the “execrable conduct of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee,” the note 
reproduces the text of the resolutions of Congress, underlining the last words “As 
intended to deceive the Cubans.” 
| It is then predicted that the meee of Cuba will not be declared pacified until 
it is ready for annexation. 

Further on, the note gives the details of the rupture of the negotiations be- 
tween Spain and the United States, concluding with the following declaration: 

“The Spanish people await the attack with tranquil serenity, decided to sell their 
lives dear and to defend energetically their right to remain in America, confident 


that in this work they will have the assistance of Cubans, who are Spaniards like 
themselves.

LAYING DOWN THE | 
RULES OF WAR. 


Proclamation by the President Concerning the Rights 
of Spanish Merchant Ships. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—The President to-day issued the following procla- 
mation respecting the rights of Spanish vessels now in or bound to United States 
ports and also with regard to the rights of search: 

Whereas, By an act of Congress, approved April 25 1898, it is declared that 
war exists and that war has existed since the 2lst day of April, A. D. 1898, including 
said day, between the. United States of America and the Kingdom of Spain; and 


Whereas, It being desirable that such war should be conducted upon prin- 


ciples in harmony with the present views of nations and sanctioned by recent practice, 


it has already been announced that the policy of this Government will not ‘resort to 
privateering, but to adhere to the rules of the declaration of Paris. 

Now, therefore, I, William McKinley, President of the United States of. America, 
by virtue of the power vested in me by the Constitution and the laws, do hereby 


declare and proclaim: 
1. The neutral flag covers enemies’ goods with the exception of contraband of 


war, , 
2 Neutral goods not contraband of war are not liable to confiscation under the 


enemy’s flag.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The War De- 
partment has received communications from 
nearly all the Governors of the States re- 
specting volunteers, and in each case the de- 
partment is informed that the quota of men 


thereof to enlist any of the men of either 
the regular or volunteer branch of the 
army, or for them to have anything to do 
With the raising of either branch, except 
that the Governors are to avpoint certain 
designated officers of the volunteer branch. 

The enlisted men are obtained in the <«ame 


way in both branches, that is, by voluntary 
contracts of enlistment directly to the 
United States. The Governors have no 
more authority, he says, to raise the volun- 
teer branch than to raise the regular 
branch, and it is not likely that one of 
them has a single dol'ar in the State Treas- 
ury that can lawfully be used for raising 
either branch. 

There is nothing in the act that can be 
construed to provide that any State or- 
ganization shal] be transferred as a State 
organization into the United States service 
—‘‘mustered in,’ as the State volunteer 
organizations of 1861 to 1865 were—and if 
the militia officers are not appointed as 
volunteer officers, or if they are apyainted 
and do ®ot accept the appointments, they 
will remain militia officers. But if they 
are appointed and do accept the appoint- 
ment they will probably have to res'gn as 
militia officers. If they do not resigg they 
will simply hold two offices—one in the State 
militia and one in the United States volun- 
teer army.

Decision of the Steamship Company 
Brought About by the Danger 
of Seizure by Spanish 
Vessels.

It is reported that the 
Steamers plying between 
Galveston has stopped on 
war. 

This announcement Is of deepest interest 
to St, Louis business men, since it means 
the practical removal of New York from 
competition for Texas and Southwestern 
trade. 

New York’s competition has always been 
exceedingly dangerous to St. Louis,  be- 
cause of its water facilities and consequent 
ability to carry freight at a much lower 
rate than any inland city. 

The railroads running out of St. Louts 
into the South and Southwest have never 


been able to meet the rates made by the 
erage line, which is operated in conn¢c- 
tion with the Southern Pacific Railroad. 

The report of the stoppage of the line Is 
verified by the statement of Robert E. M. 
Bain, agent of the White Star Line, who 
has booked passengers for the Mallory Line. 
He says he has received instructions to 
book no more passengers unti] further or- 
ders. This means until the war closes, and 
tie danger of seizure in Southern waters is 
past. 

‘lL have nothing to do with the freight 
business,”’ said he, “‘but it is ikely that if 
they are not seceiving passengers they are 
not receiving freight. The general officers 
of the company are at Galveston. The com- 
pany has no agent in St. Louis.”’ 

Through the Mallory Line’s connection 
with the Southern Pacific and other Hunt- 
ington lines, New York shippers have been 
able to get rates to gulf points and the 
Southwest which St. Louis ratiways were 
unable to meet. Many schemes have been 
devised since the Mississippi River route 
became unreliable to meet this competition, 
but they were net successful. The low wa- 
ter rate always stood in the way, and where 
consignees were not in a hurry for their 
goods the Mallory line stood as a bulwark 
pe gt effective competition with New 

OT 4. 

The war is something that the Mallory line 
can not’ contend with, Its route leads di- 
rectly through the scene of hostilities, where 
its steamers would be in constant danger of 
seizure by the Spaniards. 

St. Louis shippers, whose trade lies in Tex- 
as, Mexico and Southwestern States have 
now an open field and mav snap their fin- 
gers at New York competition.

It seems to be pretty well setiled that the United States will 
net employ privateers in the Spanish war, and it is not likely 
that the great powers of Kurope will permit Spain to resort 

to this medieval privilege. 

Privatesring was abandoned the principal nations of 
Purope at the conclusion of the Crimean war, when the treaty 
ot Was si@ned, if 1854, and supplemented by what is 
kKirownas the Declaration of Paris.

betrayal of public trust on the part of members of the Munici- 
pal Assembly must have read with amazement the extraordi- 
nary charge of Judge Zachritz, directing the grand jury to in- 
vestigate the boodle scandal in connection with the Central 
Traction franchise grab. 

If Judge Zachritz had deliberately intended to prevent the 
indictment of municipal legislators he could not have more 
efiectively accomplished the purpose than by his remarkable 
instructions with regard to evidence. 

If Judge Zachritz had deliberately intended to brand with 
disapproval the high newspaper duty of exposing evil in public 
oftice he could not have more effectively done so than by em- 
phasizing in his instructions the possible wrong of the publi- 
cation of charges and facts concerning public scandal and cor- 
ruption, and laying upon the grand jury the alternative of in- 
dicting the men charged with boodling, or indicting the men 
responsible for exposing the scandal and directing the atten- 
‘lon of the public and the law officers to the facts. 

by implication Judge Zachritz lays the duty of prosecuting

She was dressed entirely in 
black, and a widow’s bonnet with a long 
crepe veil was on her head, She is middle- 
aged, tall, slender, with thin face, pale-blue 
eyes, and black hair that has not begun to 
turn gray.

Superintendent Benedict Has a Con- 
ference With the Mayor. 

Silas Benedict, Superintendent of the Fire 
Alarm Telegraph, had a conferenee with 
Mayor Ziegenhein Tuesday in regard to the 
telegraph corps he is organizing for active 
service In Cuba or anywhere else it may be 
needed. 

Mr. Benedict-has 64 expert operators and 
linemen ready to go at a moment’s notice. 
In speaking of his plan, he said: 

' am not a fighter and the men in our 
company Know nothing about tactics and 
all that sort of thing, but they do know how 
to run up @ telegraph line and keep it in 
working order. We consider it far more 
sensible ‘to offer to do What we can best 
than to make a lot of bluster about fight- 
ing. Jt is hardly necessary to explain what 
service a telegraph corps would be to the 
troops. We could keep all advance troops in 
constant communication “with the base of 
operations as Tast as they moved. We could 
run up emergency lines wherever they were 
needed and keep them open. You may not 
know {[{t, Dut during the civil war the loss 
of life in the telegraph service reached a 
higher percentage than In any other branch, 
It is a dangerous Dusiness, because the men 
often have to work on open ground, where 
others would not go. 

“We expect to hear from Washington soon 
as there is a bill before Congress recogniz- 
ing the telegraph service asa branch of the 
regular army, just as the engineers are 
recognized.”’

Charles A. Booth. in charge of the 
supply depot at the Arsenal, Monday after- 
noon let contracts to three St. Louis houses 
for the making up of 18,000 pairs of trousers 
at from 5% to 75 cents a pair. 

The contracts were awarded to Baer, 
Singer & Co., Marx & Haas and the Loth 
Jeans Co., all of whom promise to drop 
nearly everything else and get out the 
trousers as soon as possible. Maj. Booth 
expects the contracts to be filled in three 
weeks,

Judge Fisher Declares They 
Must Not Conflict. 


CHARITABLE SOCIETIES 
AND CHURCH DUTIES. 


FIRST DECISION IN THIS STATE 
ON THE POWER OF BENEV- 
OLENT COMPANIES. ~ 


PROPERTY RIGHTS HELD 
TO BE INDEPENDENT. 


Church Duties Cannot Be Imposed as 


a Condition to Insurance, Because 
It Would Restrict Free- 
dom of Conscience. 


Judge Fisher handed down a written 
opinion Tuesday in the case of*-Veronica 
Franta and others against the Bohemian 
Roman Catholic Central Union of the Uni- 
ted States, which involves the question of 
how far religion can be mixed wi law 
without violating the Constitution. 

Judge Fisher holds that a benevolent so- 
clety organized under the State laws Caii- 
not impose religious duties upon its mem- 
bers and that in a sult for insurance it is 
no defense to claim that certain religious 
duties have not been performed. 

The opinion by Judge Fisher tells the 
whole story in very plain terms, It Is as 
follows: 

“This is an action brought by the minor 
children of one Peter Franta, deceased, on 
a benefit certificate issued by defendant on 
the life of Franta, whereby defendant prom- 
ised to pay the sum of $1000 to his hetrs, or 
as he by his will might direct. Defendantisa 
benevolent association organized under the 
laws of this State, which authorizes the or- 
ganization of such societies for benevolent 
and charitable purposes, and permits them 
to do a quasi insurance business free from 
certain taxes and restrictions imposed upon 
regular insurance companies. 

“The special defense pleaded, against 
which the demurrer is directed, sets out in 
substance that none but Catholics can be- 
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the Missouri, the Gulf and the Colorado 
and to the militia of the Central and West- 
ern States. 

No orders have been received by Maj. 
Booth relative to uniforming the militia- 
men, who will be sworn into service this 
week in Missouri and surrounding States. 
The 18,000 pairs of trousers now being made 
up will probably be used for this purpose. 
At the supply depot there are on hand 1500 
blouses made up and 1600 not made up. The 
unmade blouses will probably be got into 
shape in a few days, and then Maj. Booth 
will have 3000 blouses to issue to the volun- 
teers, if he is eo ordered. 

The green volunteers may wonder what 
Uncle Sam will allow them in the way of 
clothes and equipment when they have mus- 
tered in. Maj. Booth furnished a list of the 
articles issued to each. new infantry recruit. 

In the first place the value of the outfit 
is $48.36. This includes 2 blankets, 1 blouse, 
1 cap complete, 1 canvas fatigue coat, 1 uni- 
form dress coat, 8 linen collars, 2 pairs of 
drawers, 4 pairs of white proves, 1 campaign 
hat, 1 helmet complete, overcoat, 2 flan- 
nel shirts, 2 wool undershirts, 1 pair barrack 
shoes, 2 pair calfskin shoes, 3 pairs cotton 
stockings, 1 pair suspenders, 1 pair canvas 
trousers and 1 pair Kersey trousers. 

This is the allowance fer the first six 
months, The second six months $8.58 worth 
are added. The second year $26.18 worth are 
added, The third year the additions are 
worth $33.21, the fourth year $25.18 and the 
fifth year $22.99. Old soldiers have a way of 
taking care of their clothes, so that when 
their term of enlistment is out they are en- 
titled to a neat little balance on their cloth- 
ing alowance. 


BOUND FOR CHICKAMAUGA. 


Troops Arriving From Utah, Washing- 
ton and Idaho. 

The Sixteenth Infantry, Col. H. A. Theak- 
er commanding, will arrive in St. Louis over 
the Missouri Pacific, en route to Chicka- 
mauga, early Wednesday morning. It com- 
rises 426 men and 14 officers from Spokane, 
Vash,. and &8 men and 4 officers from Boise 
City, Idaho. The train transporting them is 
composed: of one sleeper, thirteen tourist 
sleepers, seven baggage cars, five flat cars 
and eight stock Cars. 

Troops B and F, Ninth Cavalry, Capt. H. 
H. Wright commanding, from Fort Du 
Chesne, Utah, will arrive Wednesday, en 
route to Chickamauga. They came over the 
Missouri Pacific. There are 126 men, 150 
horses, 38 mules, 25 wagons and 20,000 pounds 
of freight in the detachment.

canon of the Catholic Church that all 
members must receive holy communion at 
least once during Easter time of each year; 
that the constitution and by-laws of de. 
fendant require its members to obey this 
canon and to procure a card from the of- 
ficiating priest certifying that they have 
done so; that said Franta, tn the year. 1896, 
failed to perform this enjoined religious 
duty and ipso facto became suspended from 
both the church society and the defendant, 
under the rules and laws thereof, and, fur- 
ther, for that reason, on June 28, 1896, he 
was indefinitely suspended, by proper pro- 
ceedings. from the Ratondant society; that 
while 6o suspended, the certificate sued on 
was void, and while so suspended Franta 
died, and that, therefore, plaintiff ought 
not to recover. 

“The contention of plaintiffs is that the 
by-law in question ts void, first, because 1t 
is unreasonable; secondly, because it is in 
conflict with the constitution of the State, 
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which guarantees religious liberty to every- | 
one; and thirdly, that it is in conflict with | 
ithe statute which authorized the incorpora- 


tion of defendant in that it undertakes to 
compe] the performance of religious duties, 
whereas the statute only authorizes it to 
engage in benevolent and charitable work. 

“The question presented calls for a con- 
struction of our statutes, which 
the! incorporation of.organizations of the 
character of the defendant commonly enti- 
tled‘benevolent associations,’ and a delimita- 
tion of their powers. The question is one of 
some importance, and is one of first {mpres- 
Sion in this State, as the point has never 
been. passed upon by our courts, so far as 
I have been able to ascertain. 

“But the Supreme Cour: of New York, in 
the case of the People ex rel, Schmidt vs 
St. Franciscus Benevolent Society, constru- 
ing a statute similar in all respects ‘to ours 
has passed upon the question raised here. {n 
- case almost on all fours with the case at 
ar. 

“The learned Judge who deliverd the 
opinion in that case says ‘It may be that 
the society had the right to prescribe who 
should be members, and to require that the 
applicant for membership should be a pro- 
fessor of, the Catholic or any other 
religion, and that he should be a 
member of some particular church. The so. 
clety may, I suppose, refuse to admit any 
one to membership, and such person would 
have no remedy, but once admitted, he will 
have all the rights and privileges provided 
by the charter and under the statute, and 
the charter or articles of association can 
contain no provision in conflict with the 
statute. In the present case, the relator, 
who had been a member for many years, 
and had paid in all dues according to the 
charter and by-lawe, has a legal right to 
be continued a member until] he shall vio- 
late some rule or by-law authorized by 
law, and which justifies hie expulsion. If 
the by-law in question touching the sacra- 
ments, ete... is valid, then the relator will 
be deprived of a valuable right secured to 
him by the constitution. 

“ ‘He cannot be permitted the free exercise 
and enjoyment of any other religion except 
the Catholic. He must continue to profess 
that religion and partake of the sacramentsa 
prescribed, etc., or forfeit his rights as a 
corporator; a pecuniary right, having no 
necessary connection with any particular re- 
ligion,

any law to be molested in his person or 
estate on account of his: religious persuasion 
ot _preceemion. 

"The defense here pleaded, if allowed to 
prevail, will destroy a property right which 
the deceased, Franta, had, as a penalty for 
his having neglected to perform certain re- 
ligious ceremony. This is very clearly 
against the spirit of the provision of the 
Constitution just quoted. Besides, the 
statute under which the defendant is or- 
ganized gives it no right to exercise any 
such power. On the comtrary, it is only 
authorized to adopt by-laws consonant with 
the statute for carrying on its authorized 
purpose of doing charitable and benevolent 
work. And it has no right or authority to 
impose the performance of any religious 
duty. of any kind upon its members as a 
condition to their holding their nage Np 
and rights and privileges under it. Rell- 
gious belief and the parermares of relil- 
gious duties in this free land is solely a 
matter of conscience. Every person is left 
free to believe in the doctrines of this or 
that church, or no church, and to change 
from one church to another or to no chure 
as often as his conscience may dictate, and 
no civil or property right can be taken 
from him on that account. 

‘Religious duties may be required by 
church organizattons as conditions to mem- 
bership therein. But defendant is not a re- 
ligious body and it cannot impose religious 
duties on its members.
